Washington, July 25.— The trus- 
tees of th« will of the late Cecil 
Rhodes to-day announced for the in- 
formation of college authorities and 
intending candidates for scholar- 
ship in the United States that the 
next qualifying examinations in this 
country under the Rhodes bequest 
will be held October, 1909, and the 
elected scholars will begin residence 
in Oxford in October. 1910. The ex- 
amination will be held in each State 
and Territory to which scholarships 
are assigned, at centers to be fixed 
by the local committee of selection. 
It should be clearly understood that 
this examination is not competitive, 
but^simply qualifying, and is merely 
intended to give assurance that ev- 
elected scholar is up to the stand- 
ard of the first examination which 
the university demands of all candi- 
dates for the B. A. degree. One 
scholar will be chosen for each State 
and Territory to which scholarships 
are assigned. Candidates must be 
unmarried, and must be citizens of 
the United States. Candidates are 
eligible who have passed their nine- 
teenth birthday, but have not passed 
their twenty-fifth birthday.

Motion For Change of Ven- 
( ue Is Being, Hard 
Fought. 

ARE MANY WITNESSES. 



Decision Not Made When 
Last Reports' Were 
Received. 



Cadiz. Ky., July 29— The trial of 
John W. Kelly, charged with mis- 
appropriating trust funds, was called 
in the Trigg Circuit Court Monday. 
Judge J. C. Sims, of Bowling Green, 
h presiding as special Judge, and 
John Stites, of Hopkinsville, is act- 
ing as special Prosecuting Attorney, 
Denny Smith, the State's Attorney, 
having declined to act in the case. 

Mr. Stites sprang a sensation when 
he filed an affidavit in support of a 
motion for a change of venue. The 
affidavit set forth that the Common- 
wealth could not get a fair trial un- 
der the state of lawlessness existing 
in Trigg county, and further charged 
that Kelly was a leader of the night 
riders. Mr. Stites said that the 
Commonwealth could not get a fair 
trial in any of the adjoining coun- 
ties with the exception of Christian, 
and asked that the case be sent to 
that county. 

Judge Sims held that the affidavit 
would have to be supported by oral 
testimony and gave the Common- 
wealth until 9 o'clock Tuesday 
morning to obtain witnesses. 

Tuesday was devoted to hearing 
testimony in support of the motion. 
Maj. E. B. Bassett was a witness 
and also one or more members of the 
pursuing posse testified that the 
Hopkinsville raiders were followed 
into Trigg county. There were sev- 
eral other witnesses fand the Kelly 
attorneys introduced many witness- 
es to prove that Christian county 
was as bad as Trigg, riling a list of 
outrages compiled by the Kentuck- 
ian Sept., 24, 1907. The legal bat- 
tle was continued to-day.
